Claims 6-13 and 24-35 are rejected under the judicially created 

doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 

over claims 1-10 of U.S. Patent No. 5,601,957. Although the 

conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 

from each other because the alignment mark is the same. The 

application employs the mask comprising the alignment mark in a 

standard exposure system with the means for exposure and alignment 



sensor. However, it would be obvious that the mask made by the patent 
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would be used in an exposure system of which alignment is a known 
critical parameter.
